Senator Karl'e bill enacting a general 


law for the selection of trial and grand 
jurors by boards of quperviaora waa dis-

posed the bill. Senator Gesford asserted 
that the law was not n success in San 
Francisco ami Unit while ho had sup- 
ported tho bill two years ago, he had in- 
troduced a bill repealing that law. Ac- 
tion on tho Earl bill waa finally post- 
poned.

10 depositors of such bullion standard 
Iyer dollars equal in amount to the 
rice thereof na uforetmid ; and whenever 
ie eaid coin herein provided for shall 
o paid into tho treasury, certificates 
uiy bo iBBiieil thereon in the manner 
rovided by law.
